The Corean Government is seeking to make , 
the cloring of Phyongy :ng a condition of open- 
ing Wija, but: Japan s‘rongly objects, inasmuch 
as there are twe hundred Japanese settled in 
Phyongyang. According to the correspondent | 
at Tokyo of the N.-C. Datly News, jramour 
attributes this proposal of Corea to Russian 
suggestion; but Corea has long evinced a desire 
to exclude all foreigners from Phyongyang, in 
order that she may build a palace there. 


The Asahi thinks that the result of the 
negotiations between Japan and Russia at St. 
Petersburg will be that Japan will be free to 
construct not only a Seoul-Wiju railway, but 
a railway also going beyond Wiju. “It is 
absurd,” says the Japanese paper, “to think 
that Dulny is a good terminus for a trans- 
Asiatic railway. Fosan is the terminus, and 
it must finally take the place of Dalny.” 
The Asahz's attitude strikes us as at least 
im politic. : 

The N.-C. Daily News correspondent, unde 
date Tokyo, 15th September, wrote:—A de- 
putation of. politicians visiting the Premier, 
Count Katsura, yesterday urged that the new 
Russian demands constitute an insult to Japan, 
inasmuch) as direct negotiations between Japan 
and Russia are iu progress, If these new de- 
mands: re granted by China, it will indicate 
that the latter Power is also unfriendly to 
Japan ; if is therefore necessary to insist on a 
definite answer from Russia. ‘The Premier, in 
reply, declared that the Government will take 
no step which will impair the national dignity 
ot the prestige of th» empire. 

A report has obtained currency in tho 
Colony that the Sherwood Foresters, our 
pres ut garrison regiment, are not to stop with 
us; and, in fact, that their reliefs have already 
started, although no mention is made of the 
new. regimeat’s name, As is well known, the 
Sherwood Foresters were badly orippled by.

Writing in 
July, 1902, soon after the announcement of 
this clause in Sir James Mackay's treaty, 
we expressed the satisfaction that must be 
felt at the opening of five new ports, and 
particularly pointed out that Waichow was 
Now we learn, on 


wents ave already being made to open the 
other places, including Kongmoon on the 
Wet. River, it is not intended that 
Waiechow shall he’ thrown open. The 
opposition of the Chinese officials has 
prevailed, and apparently the feeling on the 
British side is one of indifterenc> merety. 
If this is true, a great error is being made, 
andthe Hongkong Government is neglecting 
its duty in allowing a splendid opportunity 
to le lost. to the Colony of opening up the 
territery atthe back of Mirs Bay. The ques- 
tion concerns us in Hongkong more than any 
one else, and we cannot understand bow the 
local authorities can remain idle and see the 
Buitish Government consent to surrender a 
most important privilege promised by 
China, which should have very largely con- 
tributed to the expansion of our trade on 
the mainland. Hongkong is meuaced in 
the future by the establishment of a railway 
terminus at Whampoa, which might do no 
small damage to this Colony’s interests. Yet 
it is propssed now to neslect a magnificent 
chance of increasing our at present un- 
rivalled ascendancy in the trade of 
Kwangtung. 

Waichow is a town hardly known at all 
to Europeans, and it is not possible to obtain 
accurate information about its actual size 
It is, however, a Fu or 
prefectural city, the capital of ten districts 
which include all the country round, without 
actually touching Mirs Bay, while they 
reach the sea at Bias Bay and stretch to the 
North and West of Kwangtung. It is 
built on the East River at the junction with 
the Tamshui River, which is comparatively 
small but. ig. navigable by small craft as far 
as the murket town of Taumshui, only some 
twenty-five miles distant from Mirs Bay. 
Across the Tamshui, Waichow is joined by x 
peruvianent bridge of boats to Kwaishin, an 
imposing-looking walled city. Waichow 
itself is an important garrison town. Were 
Waichow and Kwaishin to be opened, it 
seems hardly probable that trade could 
proceed by the East River, the route heiig too 
long, and the East River, though a fine'‘and 
broad stream, being too shallow for any but 
native craft drawing very little water. No 
steam launch can get higher than Skeklnong 
or Tungkun, and then only at high-water 
seasons of the year. It would never he 
possible to communicate between Hongkong 
and Waichow by steamer, and the distance 
would be about 150 miles. By land, on the 


* 
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other hand, Waichow is only fifty miles 
distant from Mirs Bay, and the present 
roads are excellent for China, as those who 
have travelled on them can testify. On 
horseback the journey is easy, and it could 
be accomplished on bicycle without much 
distre<s. Between Waichow and Canton 
there is-no road worthy of the name, the trade 
from Canton therefore stopping at Skekloong 
or Tungkun and being conducted thence to 
Waichow in ehallow-draught native boats. 
This fact accounts for Waichow being at 
present quite overshadowed commercially 
by Shekloong and Tankung, which deal 
with Canton and supply both Waichow and 
the whole prefecture with all they require, 
excep. for a small quantity of goods which 
passes in through the Imperial Maritime 
Customs stationsat Mirs Bay. All ordinary 
foreign imports, such as cotton, oil, matches, 
etc., now go through Shekloong, which is 
also the medium through which a fair 
amount of rice, sugar, timber, ete., 18 
exported to Canton. If Waichow, however, 
were joined to Kowloon, it would from its 
position become the natural distributing- 
centre for the whole of the East River and 
rizht up to the borders of Kiangai, whither 
the Waichow prefectureextends. At present 
the inconvenience of co:nmunication between 
Waichow and the outside world are so great 
that its trade is comptratively small for tha 


large portion of Kwangtung province which. 


it represents. The difficulty of joining 
Waichow to Kowloon is not worth men- 
tioning. As we have already said, the 
existing road is excellent; indeed it is the 
last in the province. Starting from Mirs Bay, 
it crosses the plateau at the backand descends 
toa plain reaching the entire distance to 
the East River. There is nu water to cross, 
no hill to tunnel, and the surrounding 
country is rich, fertile, and well-populated 
throughout. We have repeatedly advocated 
in the past the prosecution of the Kowloon- 
Canton railway scheme, but the concession- 
aries obviously have nointention of hastening 
to take up their rights. Sucha line, though 
on the more mountainous side of Kowloon, 
should not offer many difficulties to 
engineers. Buta line from Kowloon to 
Waichow would be infinitely easier. 
Whether it would be feasible in the future 
to carry such a line on to Swatow we cannot 
say. Waichow itself, however, as an 
objective should be sufficiently tempting, if 
culy for the sake of the benefits which must 
accrue to the Colony from the opening up 
of the hinterland, quite unexploited so far, 
and bringing 2 new and vigorous labour- 
supply to Hougkong. Up to very recent 
times we have not felt the dearth of the 
latter, but it requires only a slight acquain- 
tance with the labour-market now to know 
that this is no longer so. 

Only a few more remarks need be added 
before we finish. Apart from the vast area 
which, as an open port in communication 
with Kowloon, Waichow would tap, its 
immediate neig 1-bourhood promises lucra- 


tive returns for (trade. The lower 
East River, especially Tungkun and 
Shekloong, is celebrated for _ brick 


and pottery-making; nearly half the 
bricks used in Hougkong, we believe, come 
from the East River. If this river is ever 
opened up it must be overland, as the mouth, 
where it- enters the Pearl River, is split up 
into innumerable small creeks, all useless 
for navigation. The country immediateiy 
round Waichow isa large plain, perfectly 
level and well watered, but not cultivated. 
It already supports thousands of head of 
cattle, being indeed a huge pasture ground. 
As ncattle-breeding centre it seems to offer 
unrivalled opportunities. The importance of 
this to Hongkong will be readily estimated. 
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Our eattle-supply|tis now much circum. {| of trade, etc., 


scribed, with Kwangsi, on which we chiefly 
rely, in ils presefit condition and H.K. 
Viceroy Suum dvitg his bes: to stop the 
export altogether.|{ This point by itself 
would make the joining of Kowloon and 
Waichow advisable in the interests of 
Hongkong.

are only too pa nfully fainiliar, 

To return to the new enterprise which 
we commenced by mentioning. It is grutify- 
ing to see attention being paid to the 
Yaugtsze region, wh ch was one generally 
looked upon as an almost exclusive British 
sphere of influence, but the trade in which 
has now attracted very serious rivalry and 
even a denial of our pre-eminence by 
certain countries of lite. It will not be 
uninterestifg to look at a few figures 
of tho shipping on the Lower Yangisze 
during the two pis* years, taken from 
the Imperial Maritime Customs reports, 
The statistics of th» tive ports of Chinkiang, 
Nanking, Wuhu, Kiukiang and Hankow 
repay examination. Ef we take the figares 
of vessels entered and cleared at each port 
in 1901 and 19092, we find tie following. 
At Chinkiang in 1901 Pritish vessels 
numbered 2,664 vut of a total of 5,142; in 
1902 they numbered 2,483 out of 4,935. 
But in the spite of the fall both ia British 
and in total nambers, British tonnage 
increased from 2,596,032 to 2,688,035. A 
great increase in vessels under the United 
Siates flag (from 166 to 393) was ohservable, 
while the German vessels suffered a large 
decline (from 1,038 to 718). At Nanking 
the figures of vessels entered and cleared 
were: —1901, British 1,182, total 2,298; 
1902, British 1,182, total 2,465. But 
British tonnage increased fro. 1,381,758 to 
1,429,140. A great Aicerican advance was 
noticeable here too, At Wuhu the figures 
were: —1901, British 1,883, total 3,459; 1902, 
British 1,935, total 3,668. British tonnage 
again alvanced from 2,194,892 to 2,295,984.

THE REGISTRATION: OF 
SERVANTS. 
-_—_—_+—- —-— 

(Daily Press, 12th September.) _ 

There appears to be at the present time 
in Rangoon a certain amount of agitation in 
favour of the compulsory registration of 
native servants, owing to the constant 
complaints as to the badness of domestica 
service there. The question is one which 
his alinost perpetually agitated European 
settlements in the East, though from time 
to time it sinks out of sight. In Hongkong 
at present we hear no little outcry against 
the ordinary class of “boy” who offers 
servant of sone sort to the 
resident here. Wedo not know that the 
evil is worse at the instant thin it has been 
for sume years back ; but it seems to us that 
complaints are exceediogly rife just now 
and Police Court proceedings have shown 
that there is a lot to justify most of those 
which are brought uuder the eye of the 
law, There has always been a strong party 
here in favour of legislation in the direction 
of registration, but it has never been able 
to convince the Government or even the most 
influential part of the European community , 
that its cure for the servant-evil is the right 
one. The Chamber of Commerce when last 
cousulted on the point was against a 
registration scheme, thus’ furnishing the 
authorities with a most powerful argument 
against ary mesure of the kind. Yet we 
are certain that the general consensus of 
public opinion among residents is in favour 
of the only plan which seems to promise a 
remedy for a problem which confronts 
almost every householder in Horgkong and 
Kowloon. The situation appears to be much 
the same in Rangoon, but wa sea that the 
Rangoon Gazette in one of its latest numbers 
Writes against the introduction ofcompulsory 
registration. Our contemporary gives for ” 
its readers’ benefit a -ummary of the Ceylon 
Ordinance of 1871, providing for the re- 
istration of domes! ic servants of al! classes. 
From this it app’ars that the master has 
imposei on him the following obligations, 
faiture to fulfil which is punishable by a 
fine. He has to furnish the Registrar 
within a specified time with a list in 
writing of the wnames of his servants, 
capacity in which employed, and duty of 
engagement of each. He must transmit to 
the Registrar a memorandum of the date 
of a servant quitting hisemploy. He must 
not engage a servant whose pocket. register 
is not forthcoming or is not in order. He 
must enter in the register the date and 
capacity in which a servant is engaged ; 
and the date and cause of a servant's 
discharge. He must give the servant a 
character or, failing this, must supply the 
Registrar with his reasons in writing for 
so dving. The Gazette thinks that few 
persons ia Rangoon would patiently endure 
such restrictions. We have: heard similar 
objections made in Hongkong. But, see- 
ing what .most masters have now to _ 
endure, more or less patiently, from the 
incompetence. or dishonesty of servants, 
we take leave to doubt the argument, 
As for the servants, the Ceylen Ordin- 
ance provides that every one must give 
full vetails of himself or herself to the 
R-yistrar. He must obtain a pocket register 
in which those details are entercd and 
produce it whenever called on to do so. 
Servants are placed under the control of the 
Registrar, whose office is a branch of -police — 
work. linger-impressions of maleregistered - 
servants are taken in the pocket register ; 
this, of course, is a more certain means of 
identification than by photograph. As in

so many Chinese credentials. Known bad 
characters would be at once weeded out of 
the ranks of domestic servants, and inferior 
servants would experience a difficulty in 
obtaining situations, while those with good 
credentials would be able to secure the high 
wages that experience and gool conduct 
would entitle them to expect.

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ROBBERY WITH VIOLENCE. 
IN HONGKONG. 
(Daily Press, 18th September.) _. 
We little thought, when writing yesterday 

of burglaries in this Colony, that the most 
audacious case of robbery by daylight that 
has ever occirred in Hongkong would have 
to be recorded in our next issue. ‘In another 
column to-day may be read the account of a 
most astonishingly barefaced act of robbery . 
at 18, Belilios Terrace, on Wednesday after- 
noon. In connection with this case, we 
desire to call particular attention to the 
last paragraph but one in our report, which 
dtates that some time ago Miss Bateman, 
the victim of this latest outrage, was robbed 
by a house-boy of $80. Tie thief escaped 
on that occasion, although Miss Bateman 
was able to inform the Police what he was 
like and where he lived on the mairland. 
On the present occasion neither the victim 
nor her amah recognised any of the gang. 
It is obvious, however, that the perpetrators 
of the outrage had prepared the whole 
course of proceedings beforehand, and were 
well acquainted with their ground of 
operations. It would seem lardly credible 
that a gang of six men (for there uf 
seem t» have been at least so many =: 
concerned) should be able, in broad iff 
daylight and in so frequented a neigh- | 3 
bourhood as Bvlilios Terrace, to. carry 7 
through successfully a crime of this nature. 
But such is the case. The Police may be 
trusted to use their best endeavours to bring 
the guilty to justice ; but it is evideut that 
the Colony at the present moment is swarm- 
ing with dishonest rogues, no small number 
of them in the guise of “boys” and other 
servants, and that both the system by which — 
we obtain our servants at present and the 
control of the authorities over the ingresa of ' 
bad characters are uttecly inadequate.

GASCOIGNE.

After serving five years ag General Com- 
manding the Troops in Hongkong and China, 
H. EH. Major-General Sir William Julius 
Gascoigne, K.C.M.G, left Hongkong yesterday 
and boarded the Pacific Muil as. Siberia 
sailed on the 16th iust.for home. At this time 
of day it is needless {o dilate upun the servje>s 
which Major-General Gascoigne has end leed 
in China. He ovcupiad that important 
position during the troubles in tha North and 
although he did uot participate in the 
movements which Ist to the relie? of 
the Peking Legations, upon him fell the brunt 
of the heavy administrative work that was 
essential to the proper equipment of the British 
Force which did servics with tho Allied Troops. 
For his eminent services in tht r-spect Gsneral 
Gascoigne receiy.d the order of [CC.M.G, 
Daring his tenare of the command in Hongkong 
also General Gascigena had to deal with the 
vexatious problem which pres -nted itself when 
the New Territory wis beivg taken over 
and thy» results ‘achicvel oa that as on 
miny other occasions whsn the military cipa- 
bilities of the General Commanding were 
called upon, sp-aks for itself. As an 
administrative officer too, General Gascoigne 
evinced powers {hat marked himas one of the most 
able and popular military Acting Governors 
that Hongkong has known.

On bvard the S:beria tea was served to 
General Gascoigne’s party and friends, of whom 
a large party accompanizd him on board. Later 
on a parting supper took place, and the guests 
took farewell of General and Lady Gascoigne

As we reported 
in een issue, H, KE. the Governor mado a | 
flattering allusion to Commander Murray Rum- 
sey's services to the Colony, whon bidding him 
good-bye at theLogislative Council on Thursday. 
Commandzr Murray Rumsey came out to Hong- © 
kong in January of 1885 as Assistant Harbour 
Master, in succession to Captain Thomsett, who 
occupied the pos'tion of head of the Harbour 
Department. When Captain Thomsett resigned 
in May, 1888, Commander Murray Rumsey was 
appointed his successor, and since that time he 
has held the post. Dating his term of office he 
has been for ten years a member of ths 
Legislative Council aud for sevan years a 
metaber of the Executive Conncil, 

While never g¢ iniug for himself the name of 
being an Harbour Master popular in avy sons3 
of the term, ( ommander Murray Romsey was 
universally recognised as a hard-working -aod 
most capable « ffivial Under his rule tha 
Dapirtment was administered most excel- 
lently, and many reforms and improve- 
munts beneficial to shippiuy were introduced 
and foste.ed by him. [t wis he who first 
suggested the project of a bridge across tha 
Harbour to Kowloon as a solution of the 
housiog and water-supply questions that trouble 
the island of Hongk mg; and if, as His 
Excellency suggested at the Council, that bridge 
should ever become a reatity, its inception will 
always be connected with Commander Murray 
Rumsey’s name.

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CAPTURE OF HONGKONG

On the 17th June Hon. Dr. J. M. Atkinson 
lost from hig house at the: Peak jewelry worth 
$1,000. Information wasjlb!ged with the Police 
and the work of enquiry was uodercaken by the 
Detective Department, under Chief [nspector 
Hanson, and has just been carried out to a 
‘ guccessful conolusion. t the time of tho 
robbery suspicion fell upyn a boy who had 
lsft the employment of! Dr. Atkinson. A 
description of him was|sirculated and avery 
effort wos made by dete 


tives and the Police 
_ generally to locata thaj| thief. Latterly ha 
was traced to Macao, ut had akready left 
there and so eluded captpre. Since that time 
Hongkong Chinese detectives in conjunction 
with the Chineso authorities (acting at 
the request of the British Consul at C.nton) 
have been tracking the thief all around 
the country between |Macao and Canton 
in the Sanui District where his mother was 
known to reside, the purguors being sometimes 
close at his: heels but yet unable to effect his 
capture. At length however the chase was 
rewarded, Informers who had been carefully 
instructed succeeded in arresting the boy 
on Sunday, the 6th insti, at Canton, just as 
he was stepping on board a boat to be off 
‘ones more in his ¢éfforts to elude his 

ursuers. He was handed over to Captain 
Voung of the Sham>en i ard and will be tried 
and punished in Canton. | : 

Tho stolen articles of jawelry numbered in all 
twelve. Of these three were found in his posses- 
sion. Farther inves igation showed that other 
two had been pawned in he Shuatak district, the 
pawn-tickets being foundion the thiof's person. 
Five more of the stolen articles were recovered

traced. 

Such a recovery of stolen property from 
China must rank as anjalmost unprecedented 
thing in the Police recofds of Hongkong and

IN HONGKONG.

LADY BOUND AND GAGGED. 


One of the most dariag robberies we Lave 
heard of for a long time iu the Colony occurred 
on Wednesday afternoon, the victim being 
Miss Bateman, an assistant mistress in Bolilio: 
School, who resides at 18, Belilios Terrace. It 
apgears that on ‘fuesday a Chinaman brought 
to the house a chit and directed the amah to 
take it to her mistress. Miss Bateman could not 
recognise that ths chit was intended for har, the 
writing on the envelope being uaidacipherable, 
and returned it. On Wednesday, shortly after 
tiffin, the same chit was brought to her again. 
Miss Bateman, it should ba mentioned, had 
been indisposed for sone days, and at the tima 
of the delivery of the chit was lying on her 
couch. Just as sha was in “the act of opening 
the envelope, a young Chinaman entered the 
room, and was quickly followed by five others, 
Both Miss Bateman and the amah were im- 
midiately seizad by the robbers, who tightly 
bound them hand and foot, gagged them, and 
tore up a tablecloth to cover the faces of 
the helpless victims of their violence, Th; 
man who held Miss Bateman to the coucly 
gripped her tightly by the throat, as though’ 
to choke her, and the marks still on the lady's 
neck plainly testify to the extrem3 violence 
used by her assailant. Miss Bateman had 
a small teirier chained to its kennel on the 
verandah. One of the robbers released the do. 
brought it into the room, and held it so that ii 
was unable to bark. Meanwuile, the others of 
the gang secured all the jewelry they could lay 
their hands on. They took from Miss Batemau 
the gold-rimmed spectacles and the ring she wore, 
and two gold rings were also taken from the 
amah’s fiogers. Evident'y the thieves knew 
something ef.Miss Bateman's habits, as one 
made for her jewel case, which was kept in a 
particular coruer in the wardrobe, while 
another secured her keys and overturned tlie 
contents of a camphor-wood box, in order to 
secure some articles of jewelry which Miss 
Bateman was in the habit of keeping there. 
They appeared to know just where to lay their 
hands on the jawelry in the room, and were 
consequently speedy in their operations. As 
soon as they had secured their booty they 
decamped, leaving no clus to their ilentity 
behind, excepting aa old pair of slippers 
and the tassel of a queue. When they had dis- 
appeared, Miss Bateman and the amah succeeded 
in releasing their bonds, and prompt:y mada 
a report to the police who are uow endeavour- 
ing to trace the robbers. | 
; This is cne of the most daring daylight 
iyobberies that have ever taken place in the 
Colony. Miss Bateman says the robbers ap- 
peared to be “boys.” Apparently they knew 
Miss Bateman was sick, and they laid their 
plans accordingly. Miss Bateman was severe'y 
handled by the gang, and was much shaken by 
the occurrence, The amah suffered a loss of 
two of her teeth, but both the amah and Miss 
Bateman managed to bite the fingers of the 
men who gagged them. ~ 

It may be mentioned in this connection 
that this is the second time Miss Bateman has 
been victimised by robbers. Some time ayo 
a house boy stole $80 and decamped, and though 
she was able to furnish to the police adequate 
particulars for his identification, and to 
give the name of his native village, 
whither he had probably .gone with the 
money, the thief was never brought to 
justice; Miss Bateman is naturally inolined 
to think that thera may be some connection 
between this fact and the outrageous affair we 
now ’ record. Unfortunately, neither Miss 
Bateman nor the amah recognised any member 
of the gang. 

We learn, however, that this “ obit” dodge 
‘was tried at several other houses in Bolilios 
Terrace, and it ought not therefore to be dif- 
ficult to obtain a description of at least one man. 
We trust that the police will stcceed in tracking 
down this gang, and that exemplary punishment 
will be meted out to them, such as will be likely 
to deter others from enriching themselves 
by similar outrageous methods,

entered a honse at the corner of Hollywood 
Road and Shelley Street, by means of a 
storm-pipe and secured $60 or $70 avorth of 
jewelry, with which he made off.

there. Arriving on the 3lst August at Chofoo, 
whi -rs tie regatta was in full swing, he found 
after some time a steamer going across to 
Dalay. On getting his ticket he was told 
that the Siberian train had met with an 
acc .:...; @ bridge had given way near 
Liaoyang, with a train on it, and lives had 
been lost, but no other particulars were 
to be had. The correspondent proceeded apd 
arrived next morning at Dalny. At the hotel 
he found English very imperfectly understood, 
but at the railway station was a ‘ proper 
English-spoaking Kussian business mao,’ who 
said great damage had beea done by the rains 
ail floods, did not mention the bridge, but when 
qiestionad admitted the collapse to ba a fact 
and iuat lives had been lost. He stated they

Doric, as being the more certain way of attain- 
ing his object, The writer of the letter adds 
that the Dalny hotel was full, mostly of Ameri- 
can trippers, all stranded and all making plans. 
He would have tried Viadivostock, had there 
been a steamer, but the only one going was 
similar to that in which he made the passage 
from Ch foo to Daloy. As these load cooli.s, 
the only way to travel in them is “to balance 


on the top of their deck-house, very uacomfort-- 


able for a long journey.” 


The Shanghai Agent to the Chinese Eastern 


Railway Co. Seagoing Steamship Service, has 
sent out the following notice :— 

“The Company begs to notify the public 
that they have received telegraphic information 
from Dalny to the effect that the line between 
Dalny and Harbin, owing to the he.vy rainfall, 
is broken up, and that direct communication 
between these two towns is interrupted. 
According to the latest report it will take 
about one week to put the line in order. 
In vidw of above and owing to all steamers 
baing quarintined in Daloy, intended paz- 
sengers home wia the Siberian route are 
advised to proceed va Vladivostock, to which port 
the C.E.B.8.

““, MURDEROUS ASSAULT.” 


Chau Loi, a young Chinaman, axd Wong 
Fung. his mother, were charged with haviog on 
5th August, at New Kowloon, assaulted the first 


| prisoner's wife, Li Sam Mui, and wounded her 


with intent to do grievous bodily harm. 
. They pleaded not guilty. 

The following jury was empanelled :—Messrs, 
BE. J. Moses, F. A. Chopard, G. Humphries, W. 
H. Watson, N. G. Majer, K. D, Mistry, and W. 
F. Muat, 

Mr. Sharp in opening the case said the 
prisoners were charged with having committed 
an agsault of a very marderous character, and he 
thonghtthey were very fortunate, considering the 
nature of the assault, in n t being there on the 
moreseriouschargeof murder. ‘I'he male prisoner 
had been married for about seven years to the 
complainant. The household did not appear to 
have been a happy one, and both prisoners were 
apparently on bad terms with the complainant. 
The man frequently absented himsaif from 
home for a very considerable period. On tha 
5th of lust month he returned home eary 
in the morning from one of those absences 


and a conversation ensued between the two ~ 


prisoners in the presence of the woman who 
was subsequently assaulted, but who heard only 
a part of it. Tue last words apparently spoken: 
in that conversation were uttered by the man,. 
who said to his mother, ‘If you do not want 
her” (tho-wife) “I do not.” Thereupon the 
man seived a chopper and attacked his wife, 
with the assistance of his mother, who held her 
while he assaulted her. In the assault com- 
mitted upon her, the wife wae severely wounded,. 
three of the toes of one foot being cut off, her 
right leg injured, and there were other injuries. 
as well. Asa result he understood the woman 
would be lame for life, Fortunately she 
managed to escape and raa into the Polica 
station close by and was taken to the Govern- 
ment Civil Hospital, where she lay for sme 
weeks unable to give evidence owing to the 
serious character of herinjuries. Both prisoners: 
had made statements which suggested that 
jealousy was the cause of the crime. The wife 
said this was unfounded, and that she had never 
heard any suggestion of the kind before the 
assault, And supposing that to have been 80, 


his Lordship would tell the jury that in law it ~ 


was no exouse for committing the assault. 


“Evidence was taken. 
His Lordship having summed up, 


The jury returned an unanimous verdict of 


guilty against both prisoners. 

His Lordship, addressins the male prisoner, 
said he had been guilty of a very bratal assault. 
The maximum penalty for the offence of which 
he had been found guilty was imprisonment for 
life. His Lordship was not going to impose the 


full penalty, taking into o2nsideration the — 


ignorance of his early upbringing. This was 8 
very bad case, and the sentence would bs two 
years’ imprisonment with. hard labour and 24 
strokes of tho birch within the first wook. 
The woman was sentencil to. 12 months’ 
imprisonment with hard laboar. -

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Canton, 12th September, 
PJSSIBLH TROUBLES IN TH CITY. 


Some time ago it was announced that the 
Tartar-General and the Acting Viceroy had 
memoriulised the Throne about the unprotected 
state of Cauton. The fright which the pro- 
jected rising at the New. Year gave them bad 
evidently made a deep impression, and this has 
not lesyen d with tne flight of time. Tae whole 
city has been ina startle! state for the past 
day or two, for it is reported that the gates are 
to ba closed earlier in the evenings until the . 
return of the Viceroy—this step indicating that 
the fears of the officials have inoreased. 

It seems that on . this occasion there may 
indeed ba som» grounds for the avident alarm 
of the offizisls. Oa M nday next is calebrated 
the festival of the birthday of the City Gad—the 
gearus loci. To this festival great crowds flook 
t gether from the conatryside,. and, as in 
ancient times at Jerusalem, a feist day is often 
the occasion of a tumult. The Sin Wong 
Temple, where the god is worshipped, is situated 
in thy very centre of the old city, and is close 
to the yamens of the great offivials, so'thas their 
fears are perhaps natur.tl. 

There are, however, two opinions on the qués- 
tion, Somes sy that the very fear manif-sted, and 
the closing of the gates at 5 (on Mondiy they 
are even to be closed at 2 p m.) will only serve to 
excite the bad characters, who did ovt until now 
realise that they had an opportanity to cause 
trouble. On the other hand, it is said that the 
precautions taken are soffisient to ke -p back a 
mob without leaders or cohesion. How mach 
trath there is in the story of the Triad Society’s 
movements it is impossible to say, but all theas 
rumoars may have been set on foot by the 
enemi s of Viceroy Shum. 

At present there are about 1,000 soltiers ‘iu 
the oity—men returned from Waichow, and 
some 50U armed police. The bannerm3n, who 
are a kind of reserve, number several thousands, 
but their arms have been sent to Kwangsi, and 
even they at their best resemble Falstuff's levies, 
though it is true that their opponents in a local 
rising wou'd be no bettar armed. 

Oa the whole, I think only the most nervous 
will have any qualms on Monday, but there is 
no doubt that the return of the Viceroy is 
anxiously expected, and will relieve the minds 
of the people. Ho is at present in poor health, 
and the bad news he has received will not tend 
to improve his condition, A defeat of the 
Cantonese troops by the febels is officjally 
anoounced,’ but no details are given It is 
further reported that the tombs of the Viceroy’s 
ancestors at 8zo Chéng Fu have been rifled by 
the rebels, and this news must be a severe blow 
to him.

{t appg:rs that th lease of the Opium Farm to 
the present holders has not be sn effacted without 
some antaronism on the part of the syn'licate 
who jut in the second highest bid As will ba 
remambered, the last farm contract was fixed at 
the figar of about. a quarter of a million ‘ollars. 
Whsn the tenders were opened this year for the 
tennre of the mouepoly for ths ensuing three 
vears, the present farmars w-te found te the 
highest offerers, but through some error or other 
the necassiry gaarintee was not attiched to 
their offer. The next offer, which was very 
much less, was allin ordar. Whea the circum. 
stances came to ba looked into it was found 
that the highest offsr had uot tchnically 
complied with the requirements of the 
specificalion, yet in effect their compliance 
with such was held by the Governor in Coancil 
to have been ample and a-scordingly the 
contract was awarde] to tham. Bat ths other 
tenderers doubted the legality of this and the 
renalt was that they coisulted counsel and were 


{ assured of the legali y of their title to the 


contract. However, when they went to put 
their counsel's opinion befora tho Goverament 


| (which means the Colonial Secretary), they 


were met with the irrefutable statem-nt 
that even although the present farmers’ offer 
was not granted the next offer had no guarantee 
under the conditions of offer that his or any 
other offer would be accepted, Recognising 
tha futility of contesting suoh a position, the next 
offerers have, we understand resolved not to 
fight the matter further. 

It may be mentioned that the enormous 
increase in the prics of the Opium Farm 
lease for the next three years will mean 
avery great risein the price of that Chinese 
luxury, opium. uring the period.from 1 +86 
to 1889 the price of opium was $1 for-1 tael 2 
maca ; from 1889 till 1892. $L per 9 mace ; from 
1892 till 1898, $1.29 por tael; from 1898 till 
1901, $1.50 per tael; and from 1901 till 1903, 
$2 per tael, 

We understand that under the conditions of 
the new lease the price of opium will advance 
to $3 to $33.50 per tael. ‘

Stz,—In reply to the Council’s enquiry 
regarding the incidenes of cholera on 
board the shipping, I conferred with the 
Deputy Port Health Officer about a week ago on 
this subject and he was of opision tat the 
whol» root of the evil lay in the extremely filthy 
state in which he found the ice-chests on board 
these vessels; he brought this matter to the 
notice of the -Marine Superintendent, and 
at an iuspection of the vessels alongside 
the wharf this morning we found. that 
this was in course of being attended to, the 
chest having been recently cleaned out, and © 
with one exception, foreign ice substituted for 
the filthy native article. In this connection I . 
would suggest that a pattern of-ice-chest in | 
which the food could not be placed in contac- 
with the ice, should be adopted on board all . 
coasting vessels, as machine-meda ice is not. 
available in the outports. 

As regards messing on theaa ships, the present : 
system whereby the whole responsibility . of . 
provisioning the vessel is thrown on the captain | 
who delegates it to a steward, is essentially | 
weong, since it offers every inducement to : 
economize the food allowance in order to advance | 
private interests. Last year a case of cholera | 
having occurred on one line of steamers, repre ; 
sentations were made to thoo wners, with the result 
that the above system was replaced by a schema 
in which a resident steward was appointed for |- 
the sole purpose of inspecting the food supply 
of these vessels—this particular line of steamors 
appear to have escaped cholera this year, «nly 
o.v case having been reported on board these 
vessels, 1 think this experience affords an 
indication as to the course to be adopted by 
other shippicg companies. I may add that 
there ssems nothing at present to inculpate any 
special article of food; or any special source 
of supply, and the cases of cholera that have 
occurred in harbour have been fairly evenly 
distributed over all the moorings. .

The French stern-wheel steam-r Therese, 
built at the Cosmopolitan Dock to the order of 
Messrs. E. C. Wilks & Co., for thy Company 
Lyonnaise, Haiphong, ran a most successful 
trial on the 15th inst. in Kowloon Bay. The 
Therese is a light-draught vessel of the regular 
American type modified to snit the requirements 
of these waters. Dimensions 130 feet between 
perpendioculars, 147 over wheel and 25 feet 
beam, with a draught of water ia light trim 
of 1 foot 4 inches. The engines are placed 
in the stern of the boat and the boiler 
well forward : they are of the mcst improved 
type for this class of vessel, and desigusd for a 
working pressure of 150 lbs. per squire inoh, 
The mean speed obtained, the engines running 
a steady 3 revulutions per minut», was 10} 
knots on the measured distance of 1-1/10 knots 
between the rocks in Kowloon Bay, which was 
considered highly satisfactory. A numbar of 
geptlemen representing the principal shipping 
aud engineering firms were present, this type 
of vessel being a new departure in the annals of 
local shipbuild:ng; and it was considered that 
the vessel would likey by a model on whioh 
economical boats of light draught, largo 
carrying capacity, good speed, and great con- 
venience in handling, might be built most 
suitalle for the higher and shallow reches of 
the West River. The dead-weight carry- 
ing capacity of the Therese is 110 tons 
in 3 feet 3 inches draught. The owners were 
represented by M. Brandela, Director of the 
Cie Lyonnaige, Haiphong, Monsieur Rean, 
Consul of France, Hongkong, and M. Roger, 
Engineer of the French Navy. Mr. J. Lambert 
had charge of the boat for the Dock Co., 
and Mr. W. C. Jack who prepared the specifi- 
cat ons and superintended the constraction, on 
behalf of C. E. Wilks & Co. The short time 
in which the vessel has been turned out was- 
commended, the contract having been signed.
